India Bill With

WILL BE LAW BY

‘The House pf Commons to-day 
by a vote of ¢ 346 to 122 gave third 
reading to thé India BiH which 
was sent to the House of Lords. 
It ig expécted that the Bill will 
receive the Royal Assent before 
the summer recess. 


No Bill since'the War has elaim- 
ed so much timp of the House of 
Commons. * Forty days, or the 
equivalent of nine parliamentary 
weeks, were devoted to the 
measure. Over 1,100 amendments 
have been discussed by the House, 
while Sir Samuel Hoare, Sceretary 
of State for Indin, made 228 
speeches during the debate. Mr.

“As for the future of the 
Philippines, I am very optimistic. 
1 believe that we can meet the 
problems that will have to be 
faced successfully. I have no 
misgivings whatsoever. 

_ “It is always a serious business 
a change of government, but we 
are fully prepared to meet it and; 
come out successfully, 

The possibility of the Philippines 
having anything to fear from Japan 
once America hag left the Islands 
was denied emphatically by the 
President. 

“To am not worried about Japan, 
so far as I know there never hag 
been any ill feeling and f do not 
velieve that Japan is contemplating 
taking the Philippines.” 

Though he said that he had 
understood. that the recent 
Sakdalist risings in the. islands 
had been caused primsrily through 
economic stresses, President 
Quezon stated that since all his 
information was second-hand and 
that he was not particularly well 
informed on the subject he would. 
perfer not.to comment at all. 

“The Philippines, like every 


.other country, has suffered from 


the present economic position, but 
we'can overcome that in time. .

The scheme, which is the result 
of protracted negotiations between 
Government, ~ the ~ London 
Transport Board, the London and 
North-Eastern Railway and the 
Great Western Railway, will pro- 
vide a great improvement. . 


It covers the electrification of 
many suburban lines into Liver- 
poo! Street, also some of the North 
London lines and the London and- 
North-Eastern Railway, besides the 
construction of tube railways, 
giving new connection between 
electrified lines and the West End. 


Mr. Chamberlain said . that 
owing to the high level of Govern- 
ment credit, an Exchequer guaran- 
teo of the founa required would 
suffice to enable the London Board 
and the = rallway companies to 
undertake the whole programme 
immediately. Legiglation authoris- 
ing the guarantee would be in- 
troduced immediately after the 
Recegs, | 


Mr. Chamberlain’ added that 
the proxramme involved the build- 
ing of twelve miles of tube rail- 
way, electrifying forty-four miles 
of suburban railway, . besides 
doubling and electrifying over 
uvelve miles of further suburban 
railway and the substitution of 
trolley buses for tramecars on 148

In dealing with ‘the emergency 
situation created by two further 
bunk failures on Tuesday, the Nan- 
king Ministry of Finance has pro- 
mulyated six regulations governing 
the liquidation of bankrupt. banks 
and other financial institutions. 


One of the yegulations provides 
that the Ministry of Finance shall 
have the right to send an official to 
supervise the Jiquidation of any 
announced bankrupt bank and that 
the procedure of liquidation must be 
completed within a period of three 
months, except in those cases In 
which applications are made for 
extension of the prescribed period 
on specific. grounds. 


During the period of liquidation, 
the manager or any of the directors 
and supervisors found guilty of 
mishandling’ the funds of the 
bankrupt firm, or other corruption, 
will be liable to severe punishment. 


Dr. H. H. Kung, Finance Minis- 
declared that the .financial 
situation had been eased following 
the adoption of an emergency re- 
Hef measure by the Government in 
the form of the issue of $25,000,000 
worth Treasury Loan bonds to the 
local Money Firms’ Guild. The 
applicant for a loan must provide 
goods or property as security of 
eighty per cent, and seventy per. 
cent. of their respective market

A new ‘name Is echoing i the 
councl} halls of Europe, a new per- 
sonality has appeared on the 
troubled, horizon of world affairs, 
Edward Rydz-Smigly, one of the 
Polish.

He {8 the 
new Inspector-General of the 
Polish Army—an office which car- 
ries with {t almost unlimited power 
in that race of warrior people, 
What manner of man is this who 
has sprung into such prominence 
overnight? Fair, tall, and clean 
shaven, he is a splendid type of the 
modern soldier, full of courage; 
his breast a blaze of colour ribbons 
tells that, but he realises that to- 
day there Is more in, soldiering 
than wearing gorgeous uniforms 
and facing, death unflinchingly on 
the battlefield. He has been hailed 
ay the new Strong Man of Poland. 
Well, perhaps he may ‘prove even 
that; but he would be among the 
first to deny that he or anyone else 
could fill the place of the dead mar- 
shal.

It is true that, General Rydz- 
Smigly has succeeded to the more 
important of the two offices the 
marshal held, that. of [napectar- 
General of the Army, but over and 
above him stands the new Polish 
Constitution, under which, by de- 
cree of the President, he was ap- 
pointed to oflice, What he makes 
of that appointment is on the knees 
of the gods, This it ix true to 
pay: now that Pilsudshkd ix gone 
there is no more popular man in 
the whole of Poland. For many 
years he has shared with his friend 
and mentor, the dead marshal, the 
affection of the Polish people— 
here, there, and> everywhere in 
| Poland streets have been named 
after him. For the rest General 
Rydz-Smigty was born in 1886 and 
early came under the influence of 
the Polish Nationalist movement. 
He did not start life as no soldier, 
but as an art student. In 1914 he 
was a member of the Polish Legion 
serving directly under ‘Pilsudski. 
who quickly singled him out as 
‘a soldior of grent. promise. As 
usual the marshal chose wisely; 
the ex-art student became his right- 
hand man, almost his other self. 
When the Germans imprisoned him 
it was Rydz-Smigly who carried on 
his work, He brought into being 
the secret Polish Military -Organ- 
isation, fashioning such an army 
that when Pilsudski regained his 
freedom he had ready to his hand 
an oinstrument with which he 
fashioned modern Poland. It was 
the host that grew out of Rydz- 
Smigly’s embryo army that flung 
back the Bolshevik hordes from the 
gates of Warsaw and establishert 
the free republic of the Polish peo- 
ple. From that day Pilsudski was 
the master of his nation's destir 
and his lieutenant was Gener 
Rydz-Smigly. Through the yeara 
that. have intervened marshal and 
xencral have worked together: in 
perfect unison; the ideas of the 
one have been the law of the other.
